n Sunday evening, the No. 16 Long Beach 
State women’s volleyball team sat lined up 
in front of a crowd of fans that came to watch 
who, when and where the team would play in 
the first round of the NCAA Tournament. 

LBSU will play the University of San Diego on Friday at 
the Pauley Pavilion in Los Angeles. 

“That’s not a surprise,’ head coach Brian Gimmillaro 
said. “We figured we’d go to 
UCLA, we figured we’d play 
a WCC team - either Loyola 
[Marymount] or San Diego, 
and we figured the fourth 
team would be an eastern 
team brought in.” 

The 49ers first round vs 
matchup was the very last 
to be announced, and it was 
an exact repeat of their first 
round 2011 NCAA Tourna- 
ment matchup. 

“T thought that was a good 
team,” Gimmillaro said. “I Friday, Dec. 5 at 5:30 
think this is a much better POM 
team now. The leadership is 
good, the skill level is good 
and we get potential scoring from several positions.” 

LBSU finished the Big West season with back-to-back 
sweeps of OC rivals UC Irvine and Cal State Fullerton last 
week. 

After two seasons of failing to. appear in the NCAA Tour- 
nament, the 49ers have become the ninth team to earn an un- 
defeated Big West season, and this is LBSU’s fifth unbeaten 
conference season.

- ut of a Long Beach house 
and garage, a small cof- 
fee company is brewing 
up big plans. 

In honor of national small busi- 
ness day, Heartbreak Coffee set up 
shop at Maker’s Mart on Saturday 
in the east village of Long Beach. 
Co-founder Michelle Bandach, a 
Cal State University Long Beach 
political science graduate, said 
Heartbreak Coffee sold out of most 
of its products, including 20 pounds 
of coffee and 40 jars of cold-brew 
drinks while at the event. 

Co-founder and roaster, Gretchen 
Williams said Long beach is a great 
place for small businesses to do well. 

“You don’t have to work too hard 
to want people to shop small and shop 
local because people love this city and 
want to support it,” Williams said. 

After graduating from Univer- 
sity of Mississippi in 2008, Williams 
took on roasting and brewing her 
own coffee as a hobby. She and Ban- 
dach began brewing their own coffee 
and giving it to friends. 

“[Last November], we had our 


friends over to see if our coffee was 
actually drinkable, or [if] it suck[ed],” 
Williams said. “And since then, ev- 
erybody has responded incredibly.” 

Williams and Bandach said they 
started with a half-pound, table top 
roaster that they quickly outgrew. 
Williams said she has a larger roaster 
in the garage, but that sustaining all 
aspects of production, such as label- 
making and shipping, from their 
home is no longer feasible. 

“The next step is having a constant 
place where people can come in daily 
to get our coffee,” Williams said. 

This is the first year Maker’s Mart 
has blocked off the street to allow for 
a bigger venue. 

Gina Dartt, the Marketing and 
special events manager for Down- 
town Long Beach Associates, said 
last year, store owners worked inde- 
pendently to have sidewalk sales. 

“We wanted to get behind their 
efforts and expand this already es- 
tablished event and really grow it to 
bring a lot of people downtown to 
shop at small businesses,” Dartt said. 

Williams said Heartbreak busi- 


ness began to boom for them due to 


interest on Instagram and interna- 
tional support of their kick-starter, 
which received donations from about 
500 people all over the world. 

Since they started, they have 
brought in friend, Larina Corbell as 
a co-owner and wholesale manager. 
Now that production and sales have 
outgrown their house on Bellflower 
Blvd., the trio said they plan to set 


up a brick-and-mortar storefront on 
Long Beach Blvd. 

“We’re hoping to be open by Feb- 
ruary if possible [because] in the 
middle of February... the National 
Barista Championships (NBC) will 
be at the convention center [in Long 
Beach],” Williams said. 

Williams said this event would 
bring in a crowd of coffee enthusi- 
asts as high as 10,000 people to the 
Long Beach area. She said Heart- 
break Coffee wants to have a pres- 
ence in this event and have guest 
shifts of NBC barista competitors 
at their store as a way to intermingle 
with the community. 

Corbell said Heartbreak Coffee is 
founded on authenticity and genuine 
hospitality. 

“A lot of times, the barista is the 
first person someone sees in the 
morning, and we can be a catalyst for 
their day,” Corbell said. “Having a 
store is a great way to know the com- 
munity and create relationships with 
the people in it that I believe in.” 

Williams said company’s slogan, 
“All things bittersweet,” embodies 
the meaning behind the name. 

“When I bought my roaster, I 
was at a super low place ... it felt 
like the universe was telling me not 
to pursue coffee,” Williams said. 
“(Heartbreak Coffee] is the idea of 
taking things that are kind of bit- 
tersweet and turning it into some- 
thing great and productive and suc- 
cessful and that people love. It’s all 
the heartbreak.”

Senator Feinstein supports 


proposed amendment to 
Military Lending Act 


A proposal to update the Military 
Lending Act will require tighter regu- 


lations on lenders. 


United States Senator of Cali- 
fornia Dianne Feinstein joined 
40 senators last week in sup- 
porting a proposal to update the 
Military Lending Act. 

The update would close loop- 
holes and expand protection to 
military members from “preda- 
tory lending,’ according to a 
press release. 

In a letter sent to U.S. Secre- 
tary of Defense Chuck Hagel, 
Feinstein and supporting senators 
expressed strong support for the 
proposal, according to a press re- 
lease on Feinstein’s website. 

“As our service members are 
asked to take on even more tasks 
in defense of our nation, we should 
take every opportunity to protect 
them and their families here at 
home, especially from unscrupu- 
lous lenders,” the letter stated. 

The MLA, originally imple- 
mented in 2007, caps annual in- 
terest rates for consumer credit 
to service members and their de- 
pendents at 36 percent and gives 
the DOD authority to decide 
what loans are to be covered, 
according to a press release on 
the U.S. Department of Defense 
website. 

The proposal from the De- 
partment of Defense to change 
regulations on the MLA comes 
after president Obama’s speech 


for a partnership with financial 
lenders for important financial 
home loan related protections to 
the military community, accord- 
ing to a DOD press release. 

The DOD narrowly defined 
regulations for three types of 
closed-end. credit; payday loans 
for no more than $2,000 with a 
term of 91 days or fewer, auto ti- 
tle loans with a term of 181 days 
or fewer and tax refund anticipa- 
tion loans. 

The proposed amendment 
would prohibit creditors from 
requiring service members to 
waive their rights under thé Ser- 
vice members’ Civil Relief Act, 
which postpones certain civil 
obligations allowing them to de- 
vote full attention to their duty 
and relieves stress on family 
members, according to the DOD 
website. 

The website also states that 
the amendment would require 
the creditor be responsible for 
providing additional disclosures 
encouraging the service member 
to seek out other options rather 
then high-cost credit, such as 
financial counseling and assis- 
tance from the Military Aid so- 
cieties. 

The comment period for the 
proposed changes on the Federal 
Register ends on Dec. 26.

Imost 10,000 people 

will die this year 

from melanoma 

skin cancer, and 

according to the 

American Cancer 
Society, more than 3.5 million new 
cases of skin cancer will be diagnosed 
this year in the United States. Despite 
these alarming statistics, the U.S. 
Food Drug and Administration 
(FDA) has only approved one new 
over the counter sunscreen ingredient 
since the 1990s to combat melanoma 
skin cancer. 

Since 2002, there have been eight 
new sunscreen ingredients filed with 
the FDA, yet they are all still awaiting 
approval. In contrast, these same 
ingredients have been on the market 
in several countries throughout 
Europe and Asia for almost 15 years. 

Clearly, the cumbersome and 
ineffective FDA approval process 
is flawed. Signing into law the 
Sunscreen Innovation Act of 2014 
would allow these cancer prevention 
ingredients to reach American 
citizens. ‘ 

“Americans have gone more 
than a decade without the kinds 


of innovative sunscreen products 
citizens in other countries have 
enjoyed for years,” stated Michael

Fortunately, lawmakers on 
both sides of the aisle in Congress 
recognize that the FDA needs to 
expedite the approval of new and 
more effective sunscreen ingredients. 
The Sunscreen Innovation Act 
of 2014 is in the process of being 
amended and has not yet been signed 
into law by the president. It is of 


utmost importance that it remains a 
priority for the upcoming lame duck 
session of Congress. 

The bill amends the Federal Food, 
Drug and Cosmetic Act to expedite 
the current evaluation process 
for over-the-counter sunscreen 
components. The bill further permits 
the Secretary of Health and Human 
Services to evaluate over-the-counter 
sunscreen ingredients authorized in 
other countries and determine if the 
ingredients meet safety and efficacy 
standards that are sufficient to 
conduct a review within the U.S. 


cancer onto 
the market? 

In order for a 
sunscreen ingredient to be approved 
by the FDA, it must go through 
several lengthy processes. 

This is an extremely slow process, 
as evidenced by the eight sunscreen 
products pending approval for up 
to 12 years. Several other countries 
have categorized over-the-counter 
sunscreen ingredients as cosmetics, 
rather than a drug as in the U.S., 
allowing for faster approval and 
less scrutiny. Many products, such 
as dietary supplements, go through 
much less, or no, scrutiny with 
greater potential for harm. 


There has been miniscule public 
awareness surrounding this bill, 
and now is the time to act. As stated 
this September by Sen. Johnny 
Isakson (R-Ga.), melanoma skin 
cancer survivor, “...it’s essential that 
Americans have access to the most 
safe and effective sunscreen.” He 
continued: “It’s time for the delays 
at FDA to end... so we can clear the 
bureaucratic hurdles that have stood 
between American consumers and 
the new and innovative sunscreen 
products that are already available in 
many other countries.” 

Now is the time to keep the 
momentum moving forward on the 
Sunscreen Innovation Act 2014. 

As citizens, we need to contact our 
congressional leaders and express:the 
necessity to keep this bill a priority 
during the upcoming lame duck 
session. °

The 49ers (4-4) pulled away late in 
the second half against Western Michi- 
gan (5-2), finishing on a 27-4 run in the 
final eight minutes. The official LBSU 
website reported that Monson thought 


senior forward David Samuels and 
freshman Temidayo Yussuf were the 
difference in the game. 

“[The game] had a lot of good guards 
going out there frustrating and com- 
bating each other,” Monson said. “But 
[Samuels and Yussuf] gave us a pres- 
ence inside that was vital for us to have 
success.” 

Senior guard Mike Caffey led the 
team in scoring with another efficient 
shooting game, going 4-8 from the 
field and hitting nine of 10 free throws. 
Senior guard Tyler Lamb had his best 
game of the season, scoring 14 points 
and grabbing eight rebounds. 

“We really battled,” the LBSU web- 
site reported Monson saying. “We were 
so concerned when we gave up 95 and 
97 in our first two games, and to be able 
to find another way to win other than 
just outscoring people, it gives me en- 
couragement that this team can grow 
and continue to get better.” 

With the victory against Western 
Michigan, the 49ers advanced in the 
tournament to face Washington Friday 
night, which they lost to last year in 
double-overtime in Seattle. 

The 49ers were unable to capitalize 
on career games by Yussuf and fellow 
freshman guard Deontae North. Yussuf 
had a career-best 16 points while shoot- 
ing a near perfect 7-8 from the field. 
North also scored 16 points, including 


3-5 from three-point range, to continue 
his effective play off the bench. 

Leading by nine in the second half, 
LBSU’s offense went cold, unable to 
figure out Washington’s zone defense, 
while struggling to get to the rim 
against the Huskies’ seven-foot center 
Robert Upshaw. 

“It’s a disappointing loss,” Monson 
told Tim Connolly of the Associated 
Press. “We played hard and played well 
in stretches and had an opportunity 
to take control, but I think we broke 
down in the last 12 minutes. They 
switched to a zone we didn’t attack it 
too well.” 

Washington sophomore guard Nigel 
Williams-Goss led his team in scoring 
with 21 points, shooting 3-7 from the 
three while playing nearly the entire 
game (38 minutes). Huskies head coach 
Lorenzo Romar praised LBSU and 
Caffey, who again led 49ers in scoring 
with 18 points. 

“It was hard fought game by both 
teams with momentum — swings 
throughout the game,” Romar said. 
“Long Beach State gets after it and 
Caffey is a heck of a player. But we 
stuck together and didn’t fold when we 
got down by nine points in the second 
half.” 

The 49ers will now get set to host 
Nevada at the Walter Pyramid on 
Wednesday at 7 p.m.

The women’s basketball team started 
Thanksgiving week with wins against 
Alaska Anchorage and Boise State for 
the GCI Great Alaska Shootout title, 
and ended with a victory by handing 
Portland State its fifth consecutive loss 
in Oregon. 

The 49ers (5-1) edged Portland State 
(0-5) in a 62-58 win on Saturday, bring- 
ing home Long Beach State’s third 
straight win of the season. 

Working through a tough shoot- 
ing game with 34.4 percent from the 
field and 2-16 from behind the arc, the 
49ers were able to force 21 PSU turn- 
overs while carrying out a season-low, 
13 turnovers. LBSU also outrebounded 
the Vikings 44-40. 

The Beach opened strong with a 4-0 
lead before the Vikings made their first 
points almost four minutes into the 
game. LBSU was able to tie the game af- 
ter the Vikings stole the lead at 6-4, but 
13 unanswered points put PSU up 19-6 


with 9:21 left. 

Sophomore Raven Benton halted 
the five-minute scoring absence with a 
three-point play that prompted a 10-1 
run to put The Beach within four at 20- 
16. PSU went up 11 points, but the 49ers 
closed the first half with the quarter's fi- 
nal seven points for another four-point 
deficit at 31-27. 

The 49ers came out of the locker 
room and pushed an 11-2 run to open 
the second half..A layup from junior 
Devin Hudson and senior Lauren Spar- 
go’s three-pointer helped give back the 
49ers lead at 38-33. 

The showdown went back and forth, 
with both teams taking turns capturing 
the advantage. But with 26.4 seconds left 
to play, the 49ers pulled ahead 60-56. The 
Vikings were able to make it a two-point 
game, but 49er sophomore-Anna Kim 
sank two free throws for the victory. 

PSU’s Emily Eason led her team with 
a game-high 19 points, while Alicia 
Carline finished with 10 points and 11 
rebounds. 

- Benton paced LBSU with 15 points 
and 10 rebounds. Spargo pitched in 
13 points, while Kim contributed four 
steals and a career-high seven assists. 

Before the 49ers traveled to Oregon, 
they defeated Boise State (4-2) 68-50 
and then Alaska Anchorage (5-0) 69-60 
for the tournament crown. 

LBSU will end its four-game road 
swing on Wednesday when it faces Pep- 
perdine at 7 p.m. in Malibu.

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he four-foot oil 
portrayal of a 
child’s — dishev- 
eled playroom, 
titled “Only in 
Dreams,” flowed 
off of the canvas 
and into conver- 
sations around 
ArtExchange’s 
East Village Art 
District gallery 
in Long Beach 
last Thursday. 


Brilliant rays of luminous moonlight gleaming 
through a window blended into the bright, primary- 
colored toys; it bounced off of planes, trains and as- 
sorted blocks scattered around the room, left over 
from a play-date right before bedtime. 

This submission was Cal State University Long 
Beach’s Bachelor of Fine Arts senior Tida Whitney 
Lek’s debut as a featured artist in an off-campus ex- 
hibit. Her studies emphasize drawing and painting. 

“Art is my addiction; it’s what I go to when I’m 
frustrated,” Lek said. ”The fantasy world of children 
was something I was experiencing because I was 
missing how it was when I was a kid.” 

At the time, Lek was immersed in films like “Peter 
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Pan,” “Little Nemo” and “Polar Express.” Her goal 
was to convey a “feeling of floating, as if you are trav- 
eling to another world.” 

Lek donated the piece after it spent the past three 
semesters sitting in her garage, originally painted as 
an open-assignment, side-project for an intermediate 
painting class. : 

She constructed the canvas with $15 stretcher bars 
as opposed to purchasing a pre-made base for $130; 
she researched images of cluttered toy piles, moon- 
light reflections and dreamy landscapes for her sub- 
ject. 

“1 didn’t think about it when I was doing [“Only 
in Dreams”],” Lek said. “But looking back at it now, 
I had already built a process. I just didn’t know it.” 

As a kid, Lek was more than happy to imagine 
water as paint when taking to the sidewalk, she said. 
The shadowed stain would eventually run up the 
walls, along the fence and onto the house. 

She said she grew up poor with six siblings, and 
she remembers her family’s move out of the “ghetto” 
by the first time her father bought her a pack of col- 
ored paper. 

“I’m going to hide it in my dresser drawer, and no 
one is going to touch it!” Lek said. “We were finally 
able to afford crayons and colored pencils.” 

After high school graduation, she decided to pur- 
sue her creativity, knowing she would not be happy 
without art, “the byproduct of her life.” 

Lek is developing experimental, self-expressive 
abstracts, moving away from her typical attempts at 
clean imagery. 

Last semester, Lek was accustomed to the praise 
of her works from professors and colleagues, but 
struggled to find satisfaction from within. 

“Visually [the paintings] were beautiful, but 
they’re not doing anything but that,” said Lek. “I 
want [them] to be active; I want [them] to have a 
conversation between you and the painting.”

“You have to throw all of the bullsh-t on the can- 
vas,” said Lek. “When you’re done, does it really 
read about the bullsh-t you were going through that 
day? That’s where I’m at now.”

Beyond CSULB, Lek said that she hopes to con- 
tinue her studies at a New York graduate school on 
her search for self-realization, looking forward to 
experiencing total immersion into the east coast art- 
sphere.
